CHICAGO, Sept. 26—A bank tel- 
ler shot a robber with his own pis- 
tol in the Monroe street offices of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia today and 
thwarted a holdup that might have 
netted $15,000 

In a rough and tumble battle on 
the floor of the bank, the confeder- 
ate of the wounded robber beat two 
of the Canadian institution's em- 
ployees on the head with the butt 
of his revolver, then escaped to the 


treet. 
SHOT THROUGH NECK 

The wounded man was shot 
through the neck by F.C Mcll- 
herne chief teller. The injured rob- 


ber also reached the street but was 
caught by a traffic policem an. 

The two robbers entered the sec- 

ond floor offices of the Nova Scotia 

bank at opening time and rounded 
up the employees. All were >» forced 
to lie on the floor 

Just as one of the paiy was ready 
to rifle the teller’s cages which con- 
tained $15,000 in currelicy, @ man 
walked in the front door 

Attention of the robbers was di- 
verted for the moment. McElherne, 
chief teller, sprang to his feet, 
snatched the pistol from one robber 
and fired at him. The wounded 
man ran, while his compation grap 
pled with other employees, struck 
right and left with his weapon and 
then cluded pursuers 

Before becoming unconscious, the 
injured robber said he was Bernard 
Seco and had come from New @Qr- 
Jeans yesterday.

WHAT PROGRAM IS OFFERED? 

A good deal has been heard during the 
past week or so about prospective candi- 
dates and “slates” of candidates who will 
seek election to the city council. Quite 
enough to assure that when polling day 
comes around there will be no dearth of 


alternates for whom the elector may mark 
his ballot. 


But thus far nothing has been heard 
about a constructive platform on which 
any candidate or group of candidates will 
ask election. In the circumstances that is a 
subject on which, it is reasonable to think, 
the taxpayer would like to be informed, 
and on which he is entitled to be informed 
well in advance of polling. 

In particular the taxpayer legiti- 
mately anxious to know what is to be pro- 
posed for next year in the way of under- 
takings which will provide work for idle 
men and put wage-money in circulation. 
He is heartily tired of the fatuous policy 
of supporting men on “direct relief” al- 
lowances, except when and to the extent 
that nothing better can be done 

What is or can be projected as a pro-

gram that will, to a reasonable extent, 
substitute work for the ‘dole’? That is 


a subject which ought to be discussed now 
while candidates are in the choosing and 
platforms in the making, while public opin- 
ion is yet in the formative stage and while

Austria has passed under a dictatorship,

And 
in this continent, of course, the United 
States. whose President now wields a 
broader power than any modern ruler but 
does it through the machinery of constitu- 
tional government.

Nations vary about as much as individu- 
als in their tastes and preferences. Re- 
cause parliamentary government is the 
only kind that is or would be tolerated in 
British countries and in the United States, 
it does not follow that parliams 
ernment is suited to peoples who come of 
different stock. As a matter of fact par- 
liamentary government never has worked 
well in any one of the European countries 
which have now abandoned it.

In response to the nation-wide demand 
that unemployed men be given work and 
wages, instead of “direct relief’ or board 
in relief camps, the Dominion Government 
offers to contribute 50 cents per day for 
each man employed by the provinces on 
highway construction, and 60 
day for each man employed in building 
any section of the Trans-Canada high- 
way. 

That isastep inthe right direction 
away from the “dole” and the “subsistence 
only” idea that underlies both “direct re- 
lief” and the relief camp arrangement. It 
is recognition, in measure, of the responsi- 
bility of the Dominion to help in providing 
something more than bare subsistence for 
men who are willing to work for a real 
living. 

Whether the “step” is long enough to 
accomplish any important results is the 
point. That will depend upon the financial 
position of the provinces,—and perhaps 
of the municipalities also. Where the pro- 
vinces are financially able to make up the 
balance of the, expense, this offers them 
the opportunity to get needed road rk 
done at less than they would eventually

The boards of trade of Edmonton end of 
Jasper are urging, very reasonably, that 
the Government of Alberta accept this of- 
fer and proceed with the completion of the 
Jasper highway. Alberta, it has to be ad- 
mitted, is not in position to undertake to 
finance the cost of any extensive program 
of new highway construction even with 
this measure of federal assistance. But an 
exception mey very well be made in the 
case of the Jasper highway; an under- 
taking to which the province has long been 
committed, on which it has spent a large 
sum of money, and which it will undoubt- 
edly complete at its own expense if federal 
assistance is not accepted when it can be 
got. 

The Jasper highway was not a part of 
the Trans-Canada highway system as that 
was projected a couple of years ago. But 
it should have been; and there is no public 
knowledge that a definite and final re- 
fusal has been made to include it in the 
scheme. Alberta is well entitled to ask for 
that concession, in view of the fact that it 
has built and paid for practically the en- 
tire section of the Trans-Canada lying 
within this province, with no assistance 
from the Dominion. 

As as matter of fairness the Dominion 
Government should be willing to treat the 
Jasper highway project as part of the 
Trans-Canada scheme for the purpose of 
calculating the amount of aid to be given 
toward its completion. If that were done 
the Dominion contribution would be at the 
rate of 60 cents per day per man employed 
in the work; a rate that would no more 
than equalize over the whole undertaking 
the amount that the Provincial Govern- 
ment has spent and will have to spend. In 
other words, the Dominion would come 
into the project somewhat as though the 
Jasper highway were an entirely new 
undertaking, to which it would be com- 
mitted to pay 50 cents per day for each 
man-day spent on the job from start to 
finish. 

If the Dominion will agree to that basis, 
the Provincial Government should close 
with the offer, get the work under way, 
and have the Jasper highway a finished 
road by the time another motor season 
opens.

Dealing With 
Borers In Plants 


This summer I had a lot of 
trouble with several of my plants, 


their leaves wilting and the stems 
breaking over I found some 
worms in the stems. Do you sup-

iy reply. Many plants, espe 
dahlias, squas roses and 
ants, are infested with borers 
hich eat their way up the stems. 
When the injury becomes extensive 
the leaves wilt or the stems break 


The borer can be killed by use of 
carbon bisulphide if it is detected 
1 th early sthges The fluid 
should be injected into the stem, 
using a medicine dropper. As soon 
as it is squirted into the stem, the 
hole should be plugged with soap 
mud or putty. After the borer has 
done its work, no control can be 
ted except to find and kill 
i plants often outgrow the 
effects of the borer Peach borer 
can be controlled effectively by the 
use of para - di - chloro - benzene, 
spread in a ring about the base of 
the tree which has been mouned

tically all his business activitie 
since 1885 to the literary field
